Salluft's carriage was ſtrange to all men; For though when 
he read his Philoſophy Lectures, he did it gravely and very 
ſolemnly ; yet at other times he plaid the Child, and that 
moſt ridiculoufly,, And there are too many, both Chaplains 
and Preachers, who juſtly merit as bad a Cenfure : Whilſt 
Praying and Preaching, they appear demure, and mighty 
deyour ; yet take them our of their Desks, and Pulpits, and 
they ae as light, as vain, and fro.hy ; yea, extreamly diffo- 
lute as any others. Bur it was not ſo with this Perſon : 
For he was alwayes compoſed and ſerious, grave and reve- 
end, above his Age. He ſet God alwayes before him, and 
where-ever h2 was, laboured tg live as in his Preſence, Ir 
was his ſolemn buſineſs to be Religious, bis great endeavour 
to walk by Rule 3 his main deſiyn 1n all his wayes, to approve 
himſelf unto his Father, which ſawin ſecrer, and' his daily 
e-erciſe to keep a Conſcience void of off-nce, both rowards 
God and towards Men. : 
- As forthe Pleaſ.res and Delights of Sin, he highly nau- 

ſeated and abhorred them : no above them, thar he could 
not endure them : Q4am [uve iftss [u4viratibus carere! How 
{weet was it to him (a5 ſzid once St. Auft;ne) to want thoſe 
Sweets ! And as for lawful delights and pleaſures, alttoagh 
be did divert unto, and now and' then ſolacz a while, an4

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entertain himſelf with them, - yet how little was his heart vis 
t6 them, ot was he (generally) taken” with them. He was 
3 formal in uſing them, as ſome Chriſtians are in God's Ser 
vice , as they ſomtimes do pray, as if irideed they prayed nor ; 
and hear, as if they heard not ; fo he rejoyced irt ſuch 
things 8s theſe, as if indeed he rejoyced not. He looked up- 
on them, compared with” others, as upon his Righteouſneſs, 
compared with Chriſt's, as. very vanity, yea, drofs and dung. 
His converſation being in Heaven, his ſweeteſt Comforts,and 
moſt priled Refreſhments were Divine and Heavenly, His 
Soul took often a delightful proſpe& of Eternity, viewing the 
Regions of Bliſs and Glory, looking wiſhly at (her 7. hn 
Seat) the Mount of Joy, _ after a nobler Manſi6n, and 
huggin her ſelf in a comfortable perſwaſion, that it would 
not ng ere ſheſhould be it. And hereupon as he little 


minded any Ear:hly Glory, fo he Intle minded or cated for 
the poor and empty delights of Senſe, t 

owever, He was not moroſely pious,nor did his AﬀeRion 
- to God and Goodnefs,and the things Above, make him either 


a Timon or a Cynic ;, (It had not then been {o true and genu- 
ine, and of ſo right a kind as it was) Homoletical Virtue he 
as much excelled in as any other, and the decried Morality 
tound ever with trim very great reſpeQ, being recogniz'd as 
an integral part of his Religion. a9 

He was of asſ{weet a Diſpoſition, and of as highly civil a 
Converſation, as a man ({ubjef to the common' frailties of 
humane nature) almoſt could be. He had ſcarce a Geſture 
which did not ſeem .to ſpeak, and by a powetful and charm- 
Ing Rhetorich,, affe& all whom he converſed with, Were it 
not "that ſo many- other moral Perfe&tions and Excellencies 
befides that, it might as truly be ſaid of him,as, by the Hiſto- 
rian, was of the Emperour, in reſpe& of his clemency, That 
te was Totwe ex commate, made up as it were of nothing elfe 
but Courtefie and Afability. 

For 4 Fricnd; I think T may fafely fay, He was one of the 
trueſt that ever Perſon had intereſt in 3 and withal, as plea. 
fant as 2 ſerious Chriftian. could well with. He loved not 
raſhly, but where he loved, he loved intirely; and who 
e\er came” to be entertained im his Aﬀe&ions, were ſure to

which -he thought 'too much-for any, for whom he thought 
not his Love too good. He could not fin (knowingly, and 
willingly) for any Friend he had on Earth, When Lelie 
in the preſence of the Romare Conſuls, (who after the con- 
demnation of Tiber:is Gracchus, purſued all that -had been 
formerly intimate with him) came to eriquire of Cars Bloſins, 
his chiefeſt Friend, What he was willing. to have done tor 
Gracchus : He anſwered, All things : What all things, re-= 
plied Lel:ms 2 Suppoſe he had willed pou to burn our Temples, 
would you have done it at his requelt > I know, ſaid Bloſs;ues 
he con}d never command it ; But if he had, I had obeyed 
bim. I confeſs this Friend did never dare to be ſuch a Friend, 
or any thing like him : But V/que 4d Aras, fo. far as lawfully 
and conſcientiouſly he might do any thing, he ſtuck at no- 
ring wherein he might ſerve, 'pleaſure, or gratihe them he 
V'd. 


And yet his Love was not ingroffed by his Friends onely ; 
for whilit to them ke ſhewed himfelf friendly, good nature as 
well as Chriſtianity, obliged him to be kind to all, and (ac-

And indeed ſo unblameable and convincing was he in the 
whole of his converſation, that there were very few religfeus 
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and ſober Perſons that knew him, either in-Town or Conri 
Sek ofeker Miniſters or P ,» (yeay though ſome of thein 
di hy in judgment from” him) but did highly approve of 
. bim. And for his Bfethren in the Miniſtry here in theſe parts, 
. ſuch was his holy and diſcreet Deportment amongſt them : 
that he had as great an influence upon them, as tew others 
had the like, * - 

He was full of Holy Projets, often bethinking hintſelf by 
what ways and means he might more effeually promote the 
onour of Chriſt, and the benefit of Souls, and whatſoever 
ch tu 20 to be conducing to theſe higheſt ends, he 
would proſecute with that wiſdom and vigour, that he ſeldom 
failed of bringing it to a comfortable and ſucceſsful iſſue, + 

Of which Projects, this is one which I ſhall here inſert. Ha- 
ving conſidered how much - the Conſcientious, and frequent 
pertormance of the duty of Self-Examination, might tend to 
the bringing down of Sin, and furtherance of Holinefs, both 
in heart and life ; He did earneſtly preſs the ſaid Duty on his 
Hearers in his Preaching, direCting them in the performance ; 
and not.only ſo, but dealt with them alſo in private about 
it, and got a pres from the molt of them, that they would 
every nights: before they did take their Reſt, ſet about this 
Duty ; and ſped ſome time in ſecret,on purpoſe to call them. 
ſelves to an accoynt, how they had carried it that cay, by pro- 
poſing ſeveral Queſtions to their own hearts, which Queſti- 
ons he had referred to ſeveral Heads, and drawn up for them 
in writing. 

And not a few of them have acknowledged, that they have 
cauſe to blefs GOD, who ſtirred him up to put them upon 
this practice, which th:y have found very helpful to them in

Here; 
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Here behold how many Miniſters have theſe eight or nine 
years been ſilenced in England, Scorland, and Ireland, whoſe 
Holy Skill and Conſcience, Fidelity and Zeal, is ſuch, as 
would have juſtly advanced moſt of the Antient Fathers of the 
Church, to far greater renown, had they been but pofſeM:d 
with the like : Of whom indeed the World is not worthy, O ! 
how many of them am I conſtrained to remember, with Joy 
for their great Worth,and ſorrow for their Silence ! But thoug 
Learning, Holineſs, wonderful Miniſterial Skill, and Induflry, 
Moderation, Pcaceableneſfs, true Catholeciſm, abſolute Dedi= 
cation unto Chriſt, Zeal, Patience and Perſeverance, did not 
all ſeem ſufficient to procure his Mz7ferial or Corporal Li- 
berty in his latter years ; yet they did much more for him than 
that, in qualifying him for the Crown which he now enjoycth ;' 
and to hear, Well done good and faithfinl Servant, enter into 
thy Maſters Foy. 

But, alas, Lord ! What is the terrible future evil, from 
which thou takeſt ſuch men away ! And why is this World 6 
much forſaken > As if it were not a Prayer of Hope which 
thou haſt taught us, Thy W:ll be done on Earth, as it 55 in 
Heaven. # 

He hath Printed a ſmall Book, called, .4 Call zo Archippme, 
ro perſwade the filent Non-contormiſts, to pity Souls, and to 
be faithful in the Work to which they are Devoted and Conſe- 
crated, how dear foever it may coſt them. 

He held that Separation in a Church was neceſſary many 
times from the known corruptions of it, Burt allowed not Se- 

aration from a Church, where Atjive Complyance with ſome 
Foful Evil, was not made the Condition of Communion, And 
in this way he frequently declared himſelf in Health and Sick- 
neſs, and moſt expreſly in my hearihg on his Bed of Languith- 
ing, when he was drawing near his Long-Home, 

And that the People were not difobliged from attending up- 
en their Miniſtry, who were ejected our of their Places, as his 
Book entituled .4 Call 79 Ach ſheweth ; after that Black 
and Mournful Sabbath, in which he took his farewel with much 
affe&ion of his Beloved People. 

When he was taken up for Priſon, he was not onely conten<

might be [ved mn the day of the Lord Feſwe, 

He was very urgent with thoſe that were Unconverted, to 
look with more care after their Salvation, now they were re- 
moved from them that Jony<d for it, and had watched for 
their Souls ; uſing this as an Argument often, That now they 
were fallen into .th: h2nds of ſuch, many of which, if not 
moſt of them, bad neither Skill nor Will to ſave Souls : And 
ſetting home upon them with moſt tender AﬀeCtions, what mi- 
ſerable Creatures they were while Unregenerat?, telling them 
how his Heart did yearn for thetn, and his Bowels turned with- 
in him for them ; ho'v he did pray and weep for them, while 
they were aſle-p, and how willingly he had ſuffcred a years Im- 
priſonment : Nay, how readily he could thed his Blood to pro- 
Cure thair Salvation. His Counſels and DireQions were ma- 
ny, and ſuited to the ſeveral ſtates of thoſe he thus Converſed 
with, both as to their degree and place, and their fins and 
wants, and would be too long to recite, though I can remem.

others, and was ready to embrace all in Heart, Arms, and 


Communion, Civil and Religious, any that profefled ſaving 
Faith in Jeſus Chriſt, and did not overthrow that Profeſſion 
by ſome Fundamental Errar in Dodrine or Wickedneſs of Li 

and Converſation, 
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- 'And yet they accuſed him of being at 4 Rotors ently, 
though there were no Threats, nor. dangerous Words ; no 
Staves, nor Weapons, no Fear ſo much as pretended to be 
ſtruck into any man, nor any other Buſineſs met about, then 
Preaching and Prayer, Here he was much abuſed, receivin 
many ſcorns and fcoffs from the Juſtices, and their Aſſoci. 
ates, who were met to hear his Examination, alſo from the 
Ladies and other Gentlemen, who called him often Rogue, 
and told him, he deſerved to be Hang'd, and if he were not, 
they would be Hang'd for him: With many ſuch like ſcurrilous 
Paſſages, which my Husband received with much patience z 
ceming, as they apprehended by his Countenance, :0 
ſlight their Threatnings,they were more inraged at him : They 
urged him much to accuſe himſelf, which they ſceing they 
could not bring him to; and having no evidence, as appeared 
after, yer did make his Mittimus for to go ro the Goal on 
Monday Morning, after they had detained him till twelye at 
Night, __g him beyond what I do now dittin&ly remem- 
ber, or were fit to expreſs, 
; As ſoon as he returned, it being fo late, about two a Clock, 
he lay down on the Bed in his Clothes, where he hid not 
ſlept above two or three hours at the moſt, but he was up, 
ſpending his time ins Converſe with God, till about eight a 
lock ; by which hour, ſeveral of his Friends were come to 
Viſit him :- But he was ſo watched, and the Officer had ſuck 
a charge, that he was not ſufercd to Preach all that Sabbath, 
but ſpent the day in diſcourſtng with the various Companies, 
that came flocking in from the Town, and Villages, to vifir 
him ; Praying often with them,” as he could be | ara 
He was exceeding chearful in his Spirit, full of admirations 
of the Mercies of God, and incouraging all that came to be 
bold, and venture for the Gay and their Souls, notwith.. 
Aanding what was come upon him for their ſakes : For, as he 
told them, he was not. at all moved at it , nor did not in the 
leaſt repent of any thing he had done, but. accounted him- 
ſelf happy, and under that Promiſe Chriſt makes to his, in the 
5th of Matthew, That he ſhould be doubly and trebly blefſ:d 
now he was to-ſuffer for his ſake : And was very earneſt with 
his Brethren in the Miniſtry, that came to fee him, That 
they would not in the leaſt defiit when he was gone, 0 
ae 
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there might not be one Sermon the leſs In Tawntdy ; ans with 
the People toattend the Miniſtry with greater Ardency, Di- 
lig ncy, and courage, than before ; afſuring them how 
ſweet and comfortable it was to him to conſider whar he 
had done for God in the months paſt : And that he was go- 
ing to Priſon full of Joy, being confident that all thefe things 
_ turn to the furtherance of the Goſpel, and the Glory of 

od, 
But he not being ſatisfied to go away, ahd not leave -ſfome 
exhortations with his People, he appointed them to meet him 
abour one or two a Clock in the Night, to which they ſhewed 
their readineſs, though at ſo unſeatonable a time : . There was 
of Young and Old, many hundreds ; he Preached and Prayed 
wi:h them about three hours, 

And fo with many yearnings- of his Bowels towards thenr, 
and theirs toward him, they took their farewel of each other ; 
a mniore affeCtionate Parting could not well be. 

IAbout nine a Clock, he with two or three Friends that were 
wi ling to accompany him, ſet out for Zlcheſter : The Streets 
w re lined on both fides with People, and many followed him a 
foot ſom2 miles out of the Town,with ſuch Jamentations, (thar 
he told m2 after) did ſo afte&t him, that he could ſcarce bear 
them ; but the Lord fo ſtrengthned him,that he paſted through 
them all with great Courage and Joy, labouring both by 
_ c hearful Countenance and Expreſſions, to encourage 
them, 

He carried his Mittimus hinifelf, and had no Officer with 
him ; -but when he came there, he found the Goaler abſent, | 
and tookthat opportunity to Preach before he went into the 
Priſen ; which was accounted by his Adverfaries, a great | 
addition to his former Crime. As ſoon as the Goaler came, | 
he dlivered his Mittim us, and was clapped up in the Bridewel | 
Chamber, which was over th: common Goal, When he came 
to the Priſon, he found there Mr. Fohz Norman, late Miniſter | 
of Bridgwater, who for the like cauſe, was Apprehended 
:nd Committed a few dayes before him, (a Man, who for his | 
ſingular Abilities in Preaching, his fervent Zeal, and Holy ] 
Foidnefs in the Cauſe of Chritt, his Conſtancy to his Princi- 
ples in the moſt Wavering-and Shaking Tim es, joyned with « 
8K exemplary Cairiage and Converfation, w 3s dclervedly had :

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In great repute-imong the People of God in theſe Weſter 
parts ;, and indeed there were yery few that knew him, either 
among the ſober Gentry, or Commonalty ; but for his emi- 
nent Parts, and ſpotleſs Lite, had great reſpe&s for him, d! 
There were alſo five more Miniſters, with fifty Q#44ers 
which had all their Lodgings in the ſame Rodin, only parted 
with a Mat, which they had done for a little more Ketire. 


ment, It was not long after before Mr, Cover, and Mr, Pow?l, 


with eight more, were brought into the ſame place, being 
taken at Meetings ; which made their Rooms very ſtrai 
and it was fo nigh to the upper .part of the Priſon, that t 
could touch the Tiles as they lay in their Beds ; which made 
it vety irkfom, the Sun lying ſo hot on it all the day, and 
there being ſo many ot them, and ſo much Reſort continu. 
ally of Friends, they had. very little Air} till they were for. 
to take down the Glaſs, and ſome of the Tiles, to let in 
ſome Refreſhment, _But here they were confined to Lie, and 
eat their Meals, and had no place but a ſmall Garden, joyn. 
ed to the place where all the Common Prifoners were ; whichy 
was no Retirement for them, they having there, and in their 
Chamber, the conſtant noiſe of thoſe Wretches, except w 

they ſlept ; who lay juſt under them, their Chains ratling, 
their Tongues often Blaſpheming ; or elſe Roaring and Sing. 
ing by Night, as well as in the Day : And it they wentiats 
the Courts ot the Priſon, thewe was the fight of their Clothes 
hanging full of Vermin, and themſelves in their Rags and 
Chains: But that which was moſt grievous to them, they 
had no place to retire to God in neither alone, nor together. 
They were alſo much moleſted by the £x4bers, who would 
frequently diſturb them by their Cavils, in the times of their 
Preaching, Praying, and Singing, and would come and work 
in their Callings juſt by them, while they were in Duties, 
Which was no finall diſturbance to them: And the want of 
the Air was more to my Husband, than to owlt of them, be. 
cauſe he alwayes accuſtomed hiraſelt, borh in Oxfv, and at-. 
ter, to ſpend his moſt ſecret Hours abroad in by-Places, in the' 
Fields or Woods, 

As ſoon as he came into the Priſon, he Preached and Pray. 
ed, that he called the Conſecration of it, After he had ſpent 
2 day or two in the Priſon, being . willing to bayc ne quher 
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In the Town, or there, to attend him, and to keep compa? 
ny with his Friends, who came frequently to viſit him, he then 
to fit up his Lodging , having prevailed with the Keeper 
for ene Corner, which ,wis more private than the reſt, to ſet 
his Bed in, about which he made a little Partition by ſome 
Curtains, that i@ he might have ſome convenjency for Retire. 
ment, - This was much comfort to him, and after a few Weeks, 
he got leave of the Keeper to go out a Mornings and Evenings 
a mile or more, which he did conſtantly, unleſs the Weather, 
or his Keepers fury did hinder him. - | | 
Their Diet was vety good and ſufficient, and fometimes a- 
bundant, by their Friends kindneſs, Here they Preach once 
a day conſtantly, ſometimes twice, and many came daily to 
hear them, eight or ten miles round about the Countrey ; and 
Mul:itudes came to viſit them, it being a ſtrange ſight to ſee 
Miniiters laid in ſuch a place, Their Friends were e.ceeding 
kind to them, endeavouring by their frequents Viſits, and pro- 
viſions for Diet, and ſupplies of Money, ro make their Priſon 
Tweet to them: 
But my Husbands Labours were much increaſed by this, 
ding all the day in converſe, he was forced to take much of 
Night for his Studies, and ſecret Converſe with God. | 
Thus he with my Brother Norman, and his Company, with 
their fellow Priſoners, continued in that place for four Months, 
being tofſed from Seffions to Aizes. On the 147h of Fuly 
following, he was brought to the Seſſions held at Ta”ntor, and 


" was there Indited for Preaching on May the 17h, but the Evi- 


dence againſt him was fo ſlender, that the Grard Fry could 
not find the Bill, fo that he was not brought to his Anſwer 
there at all : And his Friends hoped he ſhould have been dif.

| The Lords-dayes many Hundreas came. And though my 


Husband, and Brother Norman, had many Threats from the 
Juſtices and Judges, That they ſhould be ſent beyond Sea, 
or carried to ſome Iſland, where they ſhouid be kept cloſe 
Priſoners ; yet the Lord preſerved them by his Power, and 
thus ordered it, that their Imprifonment was a great further. 
ane 19 the Goſpel and broughn much Glory to kim, both 
= EIS Dy, 
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by their Preaching and wg > emp Souls : In which they 
had great Succeſs through his Bleſſing on their Labours, My 
Husband having hete more freedom, made a little Book, Enti- 
tuled 4 Call to Archippare, to ſtir up his Non-conforming 
Brethren, to be diligent at their Work, whatſoever Dangers 
and Sufferings they m__ meet withal : And becauſe he 
could not go to his Flock, he had prepared for them, The Synop- 
ſos of the Covenant, which was after placed into one of my Fa- 
thers Books. | 
And for the help of the Governours of Families, in their 
. Weekly Catechizing thoſe under their charge, he explained all 
the Aſſemblies ſhorter Chatechiſm ; to which he annexed an at- 
fe&ionate Letter, with Rnles for their daily Examination 
which were Printed and Diſperſed into al] their Houſes by his 
Order,while he was a Priſoner. He alſo writ many Holy, and 
Gracious, and affeQionate Letters to all his Relations, and 
many other Friends, to many Churches of Chriſt in other parts 
and places, both far and near, | 
His Sufterjngs that he underwent for the ſake of the Goſpel, 
* could neither remit his Zeal, not abate his Aivity for God, 
but he would gladly imbrace all Opportunities of doing him 
Service, The Miniſter who was appointed to Preach at cer- 
tain times to the Fellons in the Priſon, being by ſickneſs dia 
bled for that Work, he freely performed that Office among 
them, as long as he was permitted 3 earneſtly exhorting them 
- by Repentance towards God, and Faith toward our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, to ſecure the eternal welfare of thejr Souls ; freely 
beſtowing upon them, according to his Ability, for their Re- 
lief ; that by doing good to their Bodies, he might win upon 
them to receive good for their Souls. He was very forward 
to promote the Education of Youth, in the Town of 7 
cheſter, and Country adjacent, freely beftowing Catechiſms

Principles of _—_ ; ſtirring up the Elder to Teach, and 
Incouraging the _— to Learn, He was a ſerious and 
faithful Monitor to his fellow Sufferers, if he eſpyed any thing 
In any of them, that did not become the Goſpel, for whic 
they ſuffered.

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Here, as elſe-where, he was a careful redeemzr of his rims ; 
his conſtant practice was, early to begin the day with God, 
riſing about four of the Clock, and ſpending a conſiderable 
part of the —_— in Meditation and Prayer,and then fall- 
ing cloſe to his Study, in ſome corner or other of the Priſon, 
where he could be private. At times, he would ſpend near 
the whole Night in theſe Exerciſes,not putring off his Clothes 
at all, onely taking the repoſe of an hour or two in his Night- 
Gown upon the Bed, and ſo up again, When any- camz to 
viſit him, he did not entertain them with ncedlefs imperti- 
nent Diſcourſe, but that which was ſerious, profitable, and 
edifying ; in which he was careful to apply himſ1f to them, 
according to their ſeveral capacities, whether Elder or 
Younger ; exhorting them to thoſe grarious Practices, which 
by reaſon of their Age, or Temper, Calling, or Condition, 
he apprehended they might be moſt defettive ia, and dchort- 
ing them from thoſe Eviis they might be moſt prone and lya- 
ble unto. He rejoyced that he was accouutedWorthy to ſat- 
fer for the Work of Chriſt ; and he would labour to encou. 
xage the timerous and faint-hearted, by his own and othzrs 
experience, oft. the Mercy and Goodneſs of God in I: ifon, 
which was far beyond what they could have thovght or ex>2- 
Qed, He was a careful obſerver of that Rule of the Lord Je- 
ſus, Mar.5.44. Love your enemies,bleſs them that curſe you, do 
good to them that hate you, and pray for them that d:ſpitefully 
afe you, and perſecute you. It was none of his praftice to ex- 
claim againſt thoſe that were the greateſt Inſtraments of his 
Sufferings, 
| Inall his Impriſonment, at preſent, I could'not diſcern his 
Health to be the lealt impaired, notwithſtanding his abyn- 
dant Labours ; but cannot but ſuſpe&zas the PhyhiciansHadg- 
ed, that he had laid th? foundation for that We1knels, which 
ſuddenly after ſurpriſed him, and was his dea- h, 

At his return from the Priſon,he was far more e.arneſt in hes 
Work, than before ; yet willing to preſerve his liberty among 
his People, who had no Mintiiter that had the overftght of 
them, though ſome came and Preached while he was abfent : 
And the People flocked ſo greatly after him, that he judged 
it belt to divide the Company into four, and refolved ta 
Preach four times each Sabbath to them : But finding ſenſi= 
| F bly 
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bly that would be too hard for him, his ſtrength much de- 
caying,, he did forbear that courſe, and preached only twice a 
Sabbath as formerly, and often on Week-days at Home and 
in the Countrey ; and ſpent what time he.had elſe from his 
ſtudying, in private converſe with God, as formerly he had 
done: Prefling all that feared the Lord, eſpecially thoſe that 
were of a more weak and timerous = to 'a life of Cous 
rage and Aivity for God, and to be much in _—_ one 
another, by their Converſes, now Miniſters were withdrawn; 
and tobe much in the Work of Praiſes and Thankſgiving to 
God, rejoycing and delighting themſelves in him ; and with 
cheartulne(s and readineſs, denying themſelves for him, and 
reſigning themſelves, and all they did enjoy, to him : Letting 
the World know, they.could live comfortably on a God alone, 
on his Attributes and Promiſes, though they.ihould have no- 
thing elſe left, | | 
* But it pleaſcd the All-wiſe God to take him off from the 
eager purfuit & his Work, and deſigns for him, - by viſitivg 
him in the later end of Awgaſt, with much Weakneſs, ſo that 
he had not above three months time after he came out of Pris 
ſon: For he going about ſixteen miles, at the requeſtof a 
Society, 'whoſe Paſtor was not able to come among them 
to Preach, and to Adminiſter a more ſolemn Ordinance ;- he 
was ſo diſabled, that he was not able to perform the. great and 
chicf Work, th-ngh he did adventure to Preach,but with muck 
5njury to himſelf, becauſe he would not wholly diſappeint the 
People who came ſofar, as many of them.did : With muctt 
difficulty, after three cr four dayes, I made way to ger 'him 
home to Tawntor, where we then ſojo.rned, and preſently 
| Had the beſt Advice the moſt able Phrſicians, both in and 
round the Town, could give ; who adviſed together, and alt 
judged it to be from his abundant Labours, and the Preach- 
ing too ſoon after his Meals ; as he did when he Preached four 
times a Sabbath, whereby he had fo abated the natural heat 
of his Stomach, that no Food would digcſt, nor oftentimes 
keep within him : He would aſture us, he was in no pain, 
but a- conſtant diſcompoſure in his Stomach; and a failing of 
his Appetite, that he could not for many Weeks. bear the 
ſent of any Fleih-meat, nor retain any Liquors or Broths, 
jothar he conſumed to fait, that his Lite ſecmed go draw to 
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an end : But the Lord did ſo bleſs the means, that he reco.. 
vered out of this Diſtemper, after two Months time, | but ſo 
loſt the uſe of his Arms from Od&ober till April, that he could 
not put of nor* on his Cloathes, nor often write. either his 
Notes, or any: Letters, but as I wrote for -him, as he di&tated 
to me: He was by all Phyſicians,and by my earneſt beſeechings 
often diffiwaded from Preaching, but would not be prevailed 
with, but did go on once, and ſometimes twice a $abbath, and 
in his private Viſiting all that Winter ; in the Spring, the uſe 
of his Arms returned, for which. he was exceeding thankful to 
the Lord; and we had great hopes of his Recovering 3 and 
making uſe of further Remedies, he was able to go on with 
more freedom in his Work : And the Summer olbaieg by 
the uſe of Mineral-Waters in Wlſb;re, near the Devsſes, 
where he was born, his ſtrength was much increaſed, he 
finding great and ſenf1ble good by them, | 

But he venturing too much on what he had obtained, his 
weakneſs returned frequently upon him the next Winter, and 
more in the Spring. following, being ſeiſed as he was at the 
firſt: Bur it continued.not long at a time, fo that he did Preach 
often to his utmoſt ſtrength (nay, I may ſay,much beyond the 
ſtrength he had).both. ar Home and Abroad ; going into 
ſome remote pure of the Countrey, where had been no Meet- 
jogs kept all that time the Miniſters had been out,which was 
two Years: And there. he ingaged ſeveral of his Brethren 
to g0 and take their turns, which they- did with great ſuc- 
ceſs. 

. He: had alſo agreed: with two of his' Brethren to go into 
Wales with them, to ſpread the Goſpel there ; bur was pre- 
vented in that, by his weakneſs increaſing upoun him : It was 
much that he did, but much more that he defired to do. 

He was in this time much Threatned, and Warrants often 
out for him ; and he was fo far from being diſturbed at it, that 
he rejoyced ; that when he could do but little for God, becauſe 
of his Diſtempers, God would fo far honour him, that he 
ſhould go and ſuffer for him in a Priſon. He would often witht 
chearfulneſs ſay,They could not do him 4 greater kindneſs : But 
the Lord was yet pleaſed to preſerve him tcom their rage, ſee+ 
ing him not then fit for the inconveniences of a Priſon. 

The five Mile A& coming in force, he remoyed to a place, 
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called Welingtor, which is reckoned five miles from Tawntos, 
to a Dyers Houſe, in 2 very obſcure place, where he preached 
on the Lord's-Dayes, as he-was able : But the vigilant Eyes of 
his old Adverſaries were ſo watchful over him, that they foon 
found kim out, and reſolved to take him thence, and had put 
a Warrant into the Conſtables hand to apprehend him, and 
ſent for our Friend, and threatned to ſend him to Goal for 
entertaining ſuch perſuns in his Houfe : So my Husband re- 
turned to the Houſe of Mr. Fohr Mallach , a Merchant, who 
lived about a mile from Tawntor, who had long ſollicited him 
to take his Houſe tor his Home : We being in ſuch an unſetled 
ſtate, my Husband thought it beſt to accept of his courteous 
offer:But many of his Friends were willing to enjoy him in the 
Town, and ſo earneſt, that he did, to ſatisfie them, go from 
one to another, ſtaying a fornighr, or three weeks, or a month 

at each Houſe ; but itill took Mr. Mallack's for his Home : 
This motion of his Friends he told me, (though it was trou- 
bleſome for us to be ſo unſetled) he was willing to embrace, 
b-cauſe he knew not how ſoon. he might be carried again 
from them to Priſon, and he ſhould have -opportunity to be : 
more intimately acquainted with them, and the ſtate of their 
Souls ; and of their Children and Servants, and how they per- 
form their Duties each to other in their Families. ©I9-6 
He went from no Houſe without ſerious Counſels, Com- 
forts, ur Reproofs, as their conditions called for ; dealing with 
all that were capable, both Governors and others particular- 
ly, acquainting them faithfully and moſt affeRionately, whay 
he had ſcen amiſs in any of them, dh. 
He went from no Houſe that was willing to part with him ; 
nor had he opportunity to anſwer the requeſts of half that in-' 
vited us to their Houſes : So that he would oftcn bleſs God, 
and ſay with holy Mr. DodzThit he had an hundred houſes for 
one that he had parted with 5 and though he had no Goods, 
he wantcd nothing, his Father cared for him in every thing, 
that he' lived a tar more pleaſant life than his Enemies, 
who had turned him out of all: He was exceedingly taken ' 
with God's Mercy to him, in Mr. Mallacks entertaming him 
and me ſo bountifully, the Houſe, and Gardens, and Walks 
being a very great delight to him, being fo Pleaſant and Cu- 
rious, and af Accommodations within ſuitable, fo that Tf 
bats 'wor|: 
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would often ſay, That he did as D-vec,fare deliciouſly every 
day : But he hoped he ſhould improve it better than he did, 
and that God had inclined him to take care for many Poor, 
and for ſeveral of his Brethren in the Miniſtry ; and now 
God did reward him, by not ſuffering him to be at the leaſt 
expence for himſelf or me. | 

He was a very ſtti& obſerver of all Providences of every 
day, and did uſually reckon them up' to me before we went 
to ſleep, each night after he came into his Chamber and Bed, 
to raiſe his own Heart and Mind, to praiſe the Lord, and to 
truſt him, whom we had ſuch experience of from time to 
time, | 

The time of the Year being come for his going to the Wa. 
ters, he was deſirous to ſet one day apart for Thankſgiving to 
God, for all his Mercies to him and them, and fo to take his 
leave of them; 

Accordingly, on the 1och of Fuly, 1665, divers of his 
Brethren in the Miniſtry,and many of his Friends of Taxnron, 
met together to take their leave of him before his departure, 
at the Houſe of Mr. Mallack , then living about a mile out of 
the Town.. Where afcer they had been a while together, 
cane two Juſtices,and ſeveral other Perſons attending them, 
brake open the Doors by force, (though they might have 
unlatched them if they had pleaſed) _ with Swords came 
in among them, After much -deriding and manacing Lan- 
guage, which I ſhall not here relate, having taken their 
Names, committed them to the cuſtody of ſome Conſtables, 
whom they charged to bring them forth the next day, atil e 
Caſtle Tavern in Taunton, before the Juſtices of the Peace 
there. The next day the Prifoners appearcd, and anſwered 
to their Names z and after two days tedious attcndance, were 
all-Convicted of a Conventicle, and Sentenced to pay three 
Pounds apiece,..or to be committed to Priſon threeſcore 
dayes, Of the Perſons thus Convifted, bur few either paid 
their-Fines, or ſuffered their Friends to do it for them, My 
Hus band, with ſeven Miniſters more, and forty private Per. 
lons> were commirtcd to the Priſon of cheſter : When he, 
together with the reſt of his Brethren and Chriſtian Friends, 
came to the Priſon, his Carriage and Converſation there was 
every way .as Exemplary, as in his former Confincment. 
- Not» 
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Notwithſtanding his weakneſs of Body, yet he would ton. 
ſtantiy take his turn with the reſt of th- Minifters,in preachin 
the Goſpel in the Priſon ; which turns came about the oftner® 
though there were eight of them together, becauſe they had? 
Preaching and Praying twice a day, almoſt every day th 
were in Priſon ; behides other Exerciſes of Religion, in whi 
he would take his part. 

And although he had many of his Flock confined to the 
Priſon with him, by which means he had the fairer opportu- 
nity of ar gang, and Watching over them, for their Spi- 
ritual good ; yet he was not forgetful of the reſt that were 
leſr behind, but would frequently vifit them alſo by his Let- 
ters, full of ſerious profitable Matter, from which they might 
reap no ſmall benefit, while they were debarred of his 
dily preſence, And how greatly ſollicitous he was for thoſe 
that were with him, (that they might be the better for their 
Bonds, walking worthy of the many and great Mercies they 
had enjoyed during their Impriſonment ; that- when they 
came home to their Houſes, they might ſpeak forth, and live 
forth the Praiſes of G O D,, carrying themſelves in eve 
reſpe& as becomes the Goſpel, for which they had been Sut- 
terers) you may clearly ſee by theſe parting Counſels that he 

ave them that — that they were delivered, which L 
Tall recite in his own Words, as they were taken from his 
Mouth in Short-hand, by an intimate Friend, and fellow- 
Priſoner, which you may take as followeth, Ec,

Mr. Joſeph Allein his Exhortation to bis Fellow 
Sufferers, when they were to he Diſcharged 
from their Impriſoument:« 


' bs yr Beloved Brethren, my Time is little, and my 
Strength but ſmall, yet I could not conſent that you 
ſhould paſs without receiving ſome parting Counſel, and what 
T have to ſay at Parting; ſhall be chiefly to you that are Pii- 
ſoners, aud partly alfo to you our Friends, that are here 
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met together. -To you that are Priſoners, I ſhall ſpeak ſome- 
thing by way of Exhortation, and ſomething by way of De- 
borration., 


By way of Exhortation. 


Firſt, Rejoyce with trembling in your Priſon-Comforts; 
and fee that you keep them in a Thankful-Remembrance. 
Who can tell the Mercies that you have received here > My 
time, nor ſtrength, will not ſuffice me to recapitulate them. 
See that you rejoyce in G OD, but rejoyce with trembling. 
Donot think the account will be little for Mercies, ſo many 
and fo great. Receive theſe chuice Mercies with a trembling 
hand, for fear leſt you ſhould be found _ of miſimpro- 
ving ſuch precious benefits, and fo wrath ſho d be upon you 
from the Lord. Remember Hez,ehs4h's caſe, great Mercies did 
he receive, ſome Praiſes did he return,but not according to the 
benefit done unto him; therefore was wrath upon him from 
the Lofd, and upon all F#dah for his ſake, 2 Chron. $2.25. 
Therefore go away with a holy Fear upon your hearts, leit you 
ſhould torget the loving kindneſs of the Lord, and ſhould not 
render to him according to what you have received. | 

Oh my Brethren, {tir up your ſ-lves to render praiſes to 
the Lord : You are the People that G OD. hath formcd tor 
his Praiſe, and ſeat hither for his Praiſe 5 and you ſhould now 
5 Home as ſo many Trumpets to ſound forth the Praiſes of 

OD, when you come amon2 your Friends, There is an 
Expreſſion, P/al. 68,11 The Lord gave the Wordygreat was 
the company of them that publiſhed it. Solet itbe taid of the 
Praiſes of God now, Great w1s the company of them that 
publiithed them, G O D hath ſeat a whole Troop of you here 
together, let all theſe go home and ſound the praiſes of GOD 
where-ever you come ; and this is the way to make his Praiſe 
glorious indeed, Shall I tell you a Story that I havercad : 
There was a certain King that had a pleaſant Grove, and that 
he might make it every way aelightful to him, he cauſed 
{ome Birds to be caught, and to be kept up in Cages, till 
they had learned ſundry ſweet and artificial Tunes z and 
when they were perte& in their Lefſons, he let them Abroad 
out of their Cages into bis Grove, that while he was walk+ 
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ing in this Grove, he might hear them ſinging thoſe peaſant” 


Tunes, and teaching them to other Birds that were of a wi!d-' 


er Note. Brethren, this King is G O D, this Grove is his 
Church, theſe Birds are your ſelves, this Cage is the Priſon ; 
GOD hath ſent you hither, that you ſhould learn the ſweet 
and pleafant Notes of his Praiſe, And I truſt that you have 
learned ſomething all rhis while, G O D forbid elſe. Now 
GOD opens the Cage, and lets you forth into the Grove of 
his Church, that you may fiug forth his Praiſes, and that 0- 
thers may learn of you too. Forget not therefore the Songs 
of the Houſe of your Pilgrimage, do not return to your wild 
Notes again ; keep the Mercy of GOD tor ever in a thank. 
ful Remembrance, and make mention of them humbly as 
long as you live ; then ſhall you anſwer the end for which he 
ſent you hither : I truſt you will not forget this place. When 
Queen Mary died, She ſaid, That if they did rip her up, they 
ſhould find Callis on her Heart, 1 hope that men ſhall find 
by you hereafter, that the Priſon is upon your heart, lc hefter 
15 upon your heart. 

Secondly, Feed and feaſt your Faith upon Priſon-Experi- 
ences. Do not think that GOD hath done this only for your 
preſent ſupply. Brethren, GOD hath provided for you, not 
only for your prefent ſupply in Priſon, but to lay up for all 
Your Lives, that experience that your Faith muſt live upon, 
till Fatih be turned into Viſion, Learn dependance upon 
GOD, and confidence in GOD, by all the Experiences that 
you have had here, Becauſe thou haſt been my help (ſaith the 
Pſaimiſt):herefore under the ſhadow of thy Wing will I rejoice, 
Are you ata lofs at any time, then remember your Fonds, 
We.read.in Scripture of a time when therc was no Sz9rth in 
all- 7/rael, and the 1ſraelites were fain to carry their Goads 
and other Initruments, to be ſharpencd,, down to the Phzls- 
f#12es : So when your Spirits are low, and when your Faith 
is dull, carry them to the Priſon to be ſharpened and quick-

for all eur neceſſities ! The Faith of ſcm? of you was ſorely 


. put toit for Corporal Neceſſities : You came hither, not ha-

bt GOD took care for that : And you letr poor miſerable ta- 
ailies at home, and no doubt but many troubleſume thoughts 
were 
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were in your minds, what your Families ſhould do for 


Bread, 
but G'O D hath provided for them. 

We that are Miniſters, left ſtarviing Flocks, and we 
thought that the Countrey had now ſtript,and yet GOD 
hath provided for them. Thus hath the Lord been pleaſed to 
turniſh us with Arguments for our Faith, againſt we come to 
the next diſtreſs : Though you ſhould be called forth to leave 
your Flocks deſtitute, you that are my Brethren in the Mini. 
fry, and others their Families — yet doubt not bur 
GOD will provide. Remember your $ upon all occſions, 
Whenſoever you ar&in diſtreſs, remember your old Friend 
remember your tryed Friend, © 

Thirdly, Let Divine Mercy be as Oyl to the flame of your 
Love : O love the Lord all ye has Saints, Brethren, this is the 
Language of all GOD's dealings with you, they all call upon 
you to love theſord your God with all your hearts, with all 
your Souls, with all your ſtrength. What hath GOD been 
doing ever fince you came to this Priſon > All that he hath 
been doing fince you came hither, hath been to pour Oy] 
into the flames of your Love, thereby to encreaſe and heigh..

It is in the Prophet 1/ar4þ 60.1. Ariſe ,and ſhine,now let your 
Light ſhine before men, that others may ſee your good Wvrks, 
and glorifie your Father which. in Heaven. It is 1aid of thoſe 
Preachers beyond Sea, that have been ſent into England, and 
here reaped the benefit of our Exgl:ſþ prattical Divinity : At 
their Return, they have Preached ſo much better than they 
had wont to do, that it hath been ſaid of them : Apparwt 
bunc fuifſe im Anglia..

Ninthly, And laſtly, See that you walk Acewrately,as thoſe 
that have the Eyes of GOD, Angels, and Men, upon you : 
(my Brethren) you will be looked upon now with very cu- 
rious Eyes, GOD doth expe& more of you than-ever ; for 
he hath done more for you, and he looketh what Fruit there 
will be of all this, Oh ! may there be a ſenſible change upon 

our Souls, by the Showres that have fallen in Priſon, as there 
1s in the greenneſs of the Earth by the fhowres that have fal- 
len lately abroad. Es 


By way of Dehortation alſo, Tt have theſe four things | 
to Leave with you. 


Firſt, Revile not your Perfecutors,but bleſs them,and pray 
for them, as the Inſtruments of conveying great Mercies to : 
you, Donot you ſo far forget the Rule of Chriſt, as when 
you come home, to be ſetting your Months to talk againſt 
thoſe that have injured you. Remember the Command of 
your . Lord, Bleſs them that curſe you, pray for them that de- 
ſprtefully uſe yaw, and perſecute you. Whatſoever they intend. 
ed, yet they have been Inſtruments of a great deal of Mercy 
tous z. and ſo we ſhould pray for them, and bleſs GOD for 
the good we have received by .them, 

Secondly, Let not the humble acknowledgment of GOD's 
Mercy degenerate into Proud, Vain-glorious Boaſting, - or , 
Carnal-triumph. I beſeech you, ſee that you go home with 
a great deal of fear upon your Spirits in this reſpe&, leſt 
Pride ſhould get advantage of you, leſt inſtead of humble 
acknowledging GOD's Mercy, there ſhould be Carnal boaſt- 
jog. Beware of this, I earneſtly beg of you, for this will ve-. 
ry much ſpoil your Sufferings, and- be very diſpleafing in the 
fight of GOD. - But let your acknowledging of his Merc 
be ever with humble Self-abafing Thankfulnel?,and be car 
that you do not make his Mercies to be the Fuel of your Pride, 
which were to loſe all at once. 

Thirdly, Pe not Prodigal of your Liberty upon a conceit 
that the Priſons will be eafie, nor fearful of adyenturing your 
(elves in the way of your Vuty, Alas! Iam afraid of __ 
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theſe trams on the one-hand, leſt ſome among us, having” 
found a great deal of Mercy here, will now think? there is no 
need of any Chriſtian prudence, which is alwayes neceſſary, I ® 
and is a great duty. It is not cowardife to make uſe of the 
beſt means to preſerve our Liberty, not declining our Duty.” Il Þ 
Oa the other-fide, there is feat leſt ſome may be fearful, and 
ready to decline their Duty ; becauſe they have newly taſted MY" 
of a Priſon for it. Far be it from you to diſtruſt GOD, of !- 
whom you have had fo great experience, bur be ſure you hold Pr 
on in your duty, whatſoever it coſt you, _ 

Fowrthly, Do not load others with cenſures, whoſe Judg- | 
ment, or Pra&ice, differs from yours, but humbly bleſs GOD) ®* 
that bath ſo happily dire&ed you. ' You know' all are not of thy 
the fame mind as to the Circumſtances of Suffering, and all 
have not gone the ſame way. Far be it from any of you (my f 
ears rag you ſhould ſo far forget your ſelves, as tobe [®* 
wumerciful to your Brethren, but blefs GOD that hath di- 4 
rected you into a better way. 'Your charity muſt grew higher 
than ever ; GOD forbid that you ſhould increaſe in Cenſures, £* * 
inſtead of increaſing in Charity, :

Othat the Praiſes of GOD may ſound abroad in the Coun- 
try by our mcans, and for our akes. 
HE a5 prevented of going to the Waters, by his Iaft Impri- 
fonment ; for. want of which, his Diſtempers increafed 
much upon him all the Winter after,and the ngxt Spring more ; 
yet not. ſo as to take him fully off from his Work, but he 
Preached, and kept many Dayes, and Adminiſtred the Sacra, 
ment among them frequently. 

But going up to the Waters in Fly 1667, they had a con« 
trary effe&t upon him, from what they had at firſt : For. after 
three dayes taking them, he fell into a Feaver, which ſciſed on 
his Spirits, and decayed his ſtrength exceedingly, fo that he 
ſzemed very near Death : But the Lord then again- revoked 
the Sentence pafſed upon him, and enabled him in fix Weeks 
to return again to his People, where he much defired to be:

He till told us he had no pain at all, and when his 
Friends admired his Patience, he would fay ; God had not 
yet tryed him in any thing, but laying him afide out of his 
Work, and keeping him out of Heaven ; but through Grace 
he could ſubmit to his pleaſure, waiting for him : It was Pan 
he ever feared, and that he had not yet felt ; ſo tender was 
his Father of him ; and he wanted ſtrength (as he often told 
us) to ſpeak more of his Love, and to ſpeak for God, who 
had been, and ſtill was ſo gracious to him, Being often askt 
by my ſeſf and others, how it was with his Spirit in all this 
weakneſs > He would anſwer ; He had not thoſe rav;ſhrng joy;

At his firſt appearing in the Bark, being waſted to Ski 
and Bone, ſome of the Ladies were afrighted, as if D-ath had 
þeen come in among them, and could fot endurs to look to- 
wards him. 

The firſt time he went in, he was able to ſtay bur a litt'e 
while, but was tiuch refreſhed, and had no Symptom of his 
Fits, which he feared the Barh might. have cauſed again :

for he hath otten been ſeen with indignation to.turn from, 
and huſh into ſilence, all Reports or Surmiſes, trne or falſe, 
which dire&ly or indireQly, did tend to dettat from, and de- 
fame Dignities, accounting them no cauſe of withdrawing 
or leſſening our juſt Honour and Obedienc ; but rather « 
giving our felves the more to Prayer and Humiliation. 


Fifthly, His reſpec to Seconds Table Duties. 


He was not onely a man aſpiring to.the Heights, but alſo

well-advifed, how much thaiVitals and Honour of porn 05 

m the Warld arc conſetyed by, and concerned in a confcio- 
hable diſcharge of  Second-Table Duties, That he had a 
deep fenſe of the great advantage or diſadvantage accruing to 
Region, by the ſirift or rermils perforitiance of the Duties 
of the Second-Tabley and particulatly thoſe of the Fifth 
Commandment ; all bear him witnefs in, that he upon feve- 
r# Texts for a long time together, moſt faithfully inſtrufted 
- bis People in Relative-Duries, (than which, none indeed are 
. more mottientous, . and leſs obſerved) and moit ſharply re+ 
edt the Guilty for their failures therein ; on all which Re- 
tions, their Duties, and D« fe&s, he particularly, and witli 
much Zeal infilted, Wi:nefs als his great grict and indig- 
| nations,

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nations; which he frequently conceived, and with great ye; 
hemercy exprefſed in lamenting over, and _—_— ſome 
Profeflors of Religion, for their wretched negle and beeach 
of ſome Second-Table Precepts ; the Scandal and Diſho- 
nour of which fo Religion, and the Religious,” how he refent- 
ed, none but God and: his own Soul did throughly kgow. 
He vehemently detefted that impious and helliſh defign of 
putting aſunder (in this matter) what God hath _ to- 
r, v/z. Thoſe Commands reſpeCting. God, and our 
etphbour ; both which he hath equally appointed to us, as 
Rules of DireQion and Judgement. He was neither Legal:ff 
nor Solsfid:an ;, neither Ritual;/t non Enthuſiaſt, not ſormuch 
above in the Mount with God, as not alſo to come down to 
his Neighbour, whom he did accoſt as Moſes, with both Ta- 
bles in his Hand, on which his Life and Dodtrine did cog- 
ſantly ayd excellently comment.

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World) but ts be ignorant, Sometimes, of the! other Sex, 
five or fix young Gentlewomen, who were under his Wiſes 
Tuition, (and fo his Domeſtick over-fight) kept their turns 
of whom the had not a few, and thoÞ. the Daughters of 
Gentlemen of good Rank far and near, whoſe laudable enw- 
lation, and love to their Father (as they vled him) and to 
the Work, was the cauſe why they were not ſo over-baſhful 
as to decline ſo advantageous a courſe 3 by which, together 
with domeſtick Inſftruftions and Example, even all received 
a tinfure of Picty and Religion, and many a through Im- 
preſſion : Beſides theſe ſeveral Virgin alſo, and among theſe 
the Daughters of ſome of the chie Magiſtrates in the Town 
did keep their turns. In this his courfe he drew out on the 
ſhort Anſwers in the 4ſemblies Catechiſm, an excellent Dil. 
courfe on all the points of the Chriſtian Theology, which he 
handled ſucceſsfully reducing his difcourſe to ſeveral Heads, 
which he alſo proved by pertinent Places of Scripture ; which 
donz, he gave both the Heads and Proofs written -at length, 
on a Week day, to thoſe whom he deſigned to Catechize on 
the enſuing Lords-day, which, beſides the ſhort Anſwers in 
the Catechiſm, and the annexed Proofs they committed to 
Memory, and rendred on the Atrer-noon of the day afore- 
ſaid, Throughout all which courſe he approved himſelf ro 
he a moſt ſubitantial Divine. its. 

Neither did his Catechiſtical Labours reſt here, but alfo 
on Thurſdayes in the Afternoon (as I remember) he. Cate- 
chiſed in the Church, Street by Street, whole Families: 
excepting the Married or more Aged, in order : Which Ex- 
erciſe (I ſuppoſe) he deſigned as preparatory to his Lord's. 
Dayes Work. ' Befides this, on Saz4rdays in the Morning, he 
Catechiſed the Free-School of that hes inſtrufting them 
in the Points of Chriſtian Do&rine, and excellently explain- 
Ing the Anſwers in the Aſſemblies Catechiſm dilcoverinag a 
Mine of Knowledge in them, and in himſelf, How excellent 
was his deſign, and great his Labour, beſides all this, in going 
from Houſe to Houſe, and inftrugting both Old and Yo.ng, 
1s elſewhere abundantly declared, © Neither. was this his 
Labour in vain, but became evefi as ſucceſﬆful as laboriovs ; 
for there are few: but have gratefully acknowledged that by 
this means they -ware cither led into the knowledge, s" cr 
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duced tothe belief, thoice and praice of thit which was arid 
is of Soveraign advantage to them to this day. *And how hap. 
py and likely a courſe he took herein to advance Religion 1n 
the Nation,' on the hearts and lives of men ; and how far lefs 
ſucceſsful and probable all other means are,aiming at this end, 
without this initial Work;jt is left to all pious and conſidering 
men'to judge, ” 


2. On thoſe that Eir, by teproving and reducing ther, 


He had not onely compaſhon over the 7gnorant,; but alſo 
over thoſe who were ont of the way ; witnefs his faithful 
and - eftetual diſcharge of that great Duty of giving 
ſeaſonable reproots, of which his great faithfulneſs there 
is abundant mention elſe-where. And by ſo much the more 
did his excellent diſcharge bereof ſpeak forth his high 
praiſe, by how mich the mcre difficu't he ever appre 
ed it aright to apply it. He hath been often heard to ſay, 
That it was far more difficult to him to give than to take 4 
Reproof, conſidering how great Wiſdome, Courage, Compaſſi- 
on, Self-denyal, 8c. required in order to its reght diſcharge, 
And though he was ſo rarely Paſhve, and often Active in 
this Work, yet the frequency of his giving a Reproof, never 
made it ſo -afie as to be leſs difficult than to receive it. But, 
ever his Work was to him, not only an A& of the greateſt 
Self-denyal, but alſo the reſult of a ſtrong confli& within, 
Twixt his Indignation at the Sin, and Compaſſion on thg 
Sinner, And' yet the conſideration of the difficulty was not 
to him an Argument to forbear, but rather a ſtronger Motive 
to undertake it ; who evex delight:d to converſe in, and.con 
quer the difficulties of Chriſtianity, both in doing and ſuffer. 
ing. Small difficulties here were not tis match, and there 
were no noble Atchievements in Religion, to which he at- 
tatncd not, or vigorouſly aſpired,

As it is ſtid of Themiftocles, that ſamous Athenszan Cap- 
tain, thin, the As of Meltiades broke his Sleep ; ſo as 
eruly may it be'ſaid of this Biefſed Saint, That the AGs and 
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Monumints of the Famous Worthies, m2ntioned in the X2- 
brews, and of thoſe of the ſame Atchievements with them, in 
all Ages of the World, even broke his fleep,by impregnating 
his Soul with high deſigns of afpiring after their pert:&ions, 
Oft therefore he hath been heard to excite Chriſtians ſo long 
to move in the Sphere of difficu/ties, till the feet ſeverities 
of Chriſtiaaity (as he often called them) were fubdued, and 
even made familiar z encouraging them with this conſidera- 
on, That then they would highly approve their Divinc Love 
and Sincerity, and conceive a pleaſure in thoſe difficult A&s 

_ would equal, yea, excced the pleaſure of their natural 

i0ns, 


3- On the Doubting, by Reſolving and Relerſing them. 


Neither had he onely compaſſion on thoſe that were out of 
the way, but alſo os thofe who moved heavily on in the way, 
How he hath often raiſ:d and recif/7ed deſpoading Chriſtians, 
thoſe who are too prcne to account doubting. which is their 
Sin, to be their Duty and Vertue. At once he hath often 
unlooſcned them from the ſtraitneſs of their needleſs fears and 
diſquiets, and undeceived them by diſcovering the latent 
unbelicf that did Jie lurking in ſuch deſpondings, aſſuring them 
in theſe words, That wnder 4 fly pretence of Humility, they 
ud call ;n queſtion God's Yeracity, 


Seventhly, Hs ſmmgulay Piety. 


As reſpets bis ſingular Piety, all who knew him can ſay 
much, and yer all bur little, confiderin how much more hath 
eſcaped ihe moſt tenacious memory, obſervant eye, and atten- 
tive ear, Yet he mult be wrerchedly inobſ{ervant, who amidit 
ſo many and great inſtances of ir, can make no refle&ions. 

How much he conceived ir as his own, and others greateſt 
Intereſt, Ornament, and,Felicity herein to excel, will be m:- 
nifeſt by his Exhortation which hc gave to 2 young Scholar, 
ready to depart to the Univerhity, in words to this purpoſe : 
1 know, ſaith he, that you will Labour to excel in Learmng, 
but be ſure to excel as in that, ſo alſo and eſpecially in Holt- 
ntſs, which will render you one of the moſt WS and amuble 
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 Cvatures inthe World. Learnmg will render you perchance at 
ceptable td menybut piety both to God and Men:by that you will 
fhene only on Earth to the Clods thereof, and perhaps wn ſome ob. 
ſcrre corner of it ;, but this is 4n Orient Pearl, which will ſhine 
#2 you ow Earth and in Heaven, bath Fo God, Angels, and 
Mex, How much he dwelt on this Exhortation, and theſe 
Apprehenſions, will be evident by a Pious Letter which he 
ſent to the Perſon forenamed, ſome years after, wherein his 
words are theſe : * O ſtudy God, and ſtudy your ſelf clofly, 
<« and purſue Holineſs more than Learning, though both thefe 
© together make a happy Conſtellation, and are like Caſtor 
< and Pollux ; which when they appear together, do ever pre- 
&« {ape good to the Mariners, And that it might —_— that 
he did not onely commend Holinefs in the general, but alfo in 
the particular and chief Inſtances of a Holy Life : He excel- 
lently proceeds in the ſame Letter, ſaying, © T much com- 
© mend unto you thoſe four beautitying Leſſons, ſo ſhortly 
& comprekended in this Dittich, |

Happy us the man that can but learn this. When once 4 muy 
% arrived hereto, he xs above the Worlds reach, and hath at- 
rained to the true Heroich mind, ſo as that no external comms- 
trons will be able to diſturb his Tranquility ; neither will the 
Comforts or Croſſes here below, make any great acceſſion toy or 
diminution from the ſerenity of hzs Spirit, And indeed, no- 
thing 'was more conſpicuous in this-Blefſed Saint, than that 
generous contempt of the World, that true loftinefs, and 
yet profound humility of Spirit (of which the Leffons afore» 
mentionedy are but as ſo many inſtances) which: he recom- 
mended unto others, He was much a {tranger on the Earthy 
like the Kingly Prophet ; not” becauſe with old Barzzllas he 
could -not, but would not taft or comply with its Pleafures 
and Delights ; but he was chiefly induced by a forced ex- 
Jement from his defired and delcQable Habitation, to think 
oa 21s ſtate of Baniſhmecnt from his Heavenly Country —_ 
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here Militant upon Earth, and'to ſolace his Thoughts under 
fo great 2 grievance, -by ſuch Divine Confiderations as thoſ® 
which he memtions in the following words'of his forenamed 
Letter, Jt was ( ſaith =) the Divine Argument that Epi- 
&etus wſed for comfort 1m baniſhment. Vbiq; habtnda ſunt 
cokoquia cum Deo. 1 met lately mith x paſſage out of one of 
the Fathers, which 1 engraved upon. my heart, Cui Patria 
ſolu placet, nimis dilicatus eſt z Cui omnis Terra Patria, is 
fortis eſt ; Cui omnis Terra exilium is Sanus eſt. That's wor- 
thy of a Sarnrindeed,to rccount himſelf ”alwayes in the ftate 
of Baniſhment, whilſt tm the ſtate of Mortality, like the Wer 
thies that [0journed ever im theLand of Promiſe,as in 4 ftrange 
Countrey.

His Univerſal and Uniform Obedience, 


ut to proceed ; He declared that his Picty was Genuine 
and Excellent by. its univerſal regard and extent, as to all 
GOD's Commands, ſo to all Man's Converfes and Employ- 
ments, wirnefs his earneſt and frequent Exhortations, where- 
by he did daily call upon his People to a conſtant uniform 
care over their Hearts and Wayes. Nothing did he more 
paſſionately dehort them from, than from that undoing traud 
unto their Souls, v-z,, Confning their Religion to their Clo- 
ſets, upon the ſuppoſal that in ſo doing they had there pur 
ia ſufficient ſecarity tor their after converſation, and had bid 
fair for the Divine favour ; as if Religion had taught Men 
only to kneel, and not how to work ; and walk, as it it were 
ſolitary or deformed, loving onely to move in the private 
Path, and narrow circle of our Morning or Evening Deyoti- 
ons, and ſo ever betore and af:er to appear leaſt in fight, or as 
it wzre a fury, and fo to be limited, and not to be entruſted 


with the univerſal conduct of our Lives and Aﬀions, For 
many there are who think fit rather to make Religion their 
Vaſſal, than undivided Companion ; to command it, rather 
than ir ſhoula command them, and therefore they make it ro 
kezp its Times and Places, its Poſtures and 'due Diſtance, 
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and think not-good that it retain to their Company; or appear 
in their Words or Ations, unleſs when it may ſerve the Uſes 
of a Cloak and cover of Hypocriſie and Iniquity. ow"

But enough of this digreſſion, Theſe his fore-mentio 
momentous Exhortations, attended with moſt excellent Mo. 
tives, defigned chiefly to dire& them how well to begin, and 
end the day in the fear, and as in the preſence of G O D, by 
hallowing . their Thoughts, and (as his Words were) ſet- 
ting their ends aright in-the Morning, (then making their re- 
ſolves, and piouſly Tre. calting the Work of the day tollowing) 

 ahd by an impartial ſurvey and examination in the Evening of 
their Compliance or- Non-compliance. with their foregoing 
Preſcriptions unto themſelves ; whether they obtained their 
defigns and ends, and how they acquitted themſelves in the 
day foregoing. ES: i 8 


His delight mSelf-examination. 


Thus by pointing at the two extreams in each day,%he hap- 
pily ſecured the middle, He tacitely convinced them by his 
own example- and great growth in Piety hereby, and expreſl 
by many other eminent inſtances, how advantagious a courſe 
he had recommended to them. To this end hz much applauded 
thoſe two no leſs excellent than common Books, the Pratrce 
of Prety, and Scudders daily Walk, By this courſe he had 
taught himſelf and others, as by conſtant,though ſmall pains, 

ko arrive to great acqueſts in Chriſtianity, by conſtant an 
ſhort accounts, the more accurately to know the ſtate of their 
Souls, and the more eaſily to diſcern their Progreſs or Decli- 
nings ; fo, as the more to rejoyce in and promote th? one, and 
the ſooner to put limits to and redrefs the other. Alſo he 
-- much inculcated on each Chriſtian, that important duty of 
foxe-appointing and fixing his ends, not only in the general, 
but as much as might þe particularly and explicitely before 
each-aQion of the day,but eſpecially each ſolemn AQtion,revol- 
ving aid ronceiving fuch a Thyught and Reſolve as this in has 
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' Hi friquint and generous Deſigns, 


This, or this will T do for GOD, &c. By which heedful 
courſe, he aſſured the Obſerver, that -he would hallow all his 
'ARions, and reap this treble advantage (to ſay no more Y 
both of eſpouſing the Divine Dire&ion and Bleſſing, and of 
obtaining a ſurer Teſtimony of his Sincerity, and alfo a 
ſtronger motive to Diligence, and an awful circumſpeRneſs 
in the right diſcharge of what he undertook, -In com- 
plyance with this his Excellent Exhortation unto, others, he 
bw not a Day wherein he aroſe without fome Heavenly 
defign of promoting GOD's Glory,and the good of Souls, 
accounting it' a Shame that the Covetous ſhould ariſe with 
ſuch anxious Projes of compaſſing his deſired Wealth, the 
Ambitious his aiery Honours and Grandeur, the Voluptuous 
his vain Pleaſures 3 and that the Religious, who have fo glo- 
rious a Prize and Trophies before their Eyes, ſhould be Men 
of no Projets or Deſigns. If of any, it may be affirmed of 
him, that according to his frequent and vehement Exhor- 
tation thereunto, he made Religion his buſineſs, Which 
worthy advice in the ſame words, he did ſo often inculcate 
that a Gentleman meeting a plain honeſt Countrey Man, and 
diſcourſing of Mr. Ale;z,cavill'd at this paſſage which he had 
often heard from him, as appearing unto him abſurd and un- 
intelligible, not knowing how any thing (as he faid) coyld 
be called a Man's buſineſs, unleſs that which is ſecular ; fo 
fooliſhly ignorant of the juſt Intereſt and Powet of Religion, 
Is an unhallowed heart, and ſo apt to quarrel with .that 
Wholeſome Advice, and loth to be in earneſt in any thing,

Neither did onely the frequent and faithful performance 
of the two great difficulties of Chriſtianity, vsz, Reproof, 


and Self-Examination, (conſiſting of ſo many complicar 

velf-denyals) proclaim aud improve his great Piety, but 
alſo his ſo great acquaintance: with the.delighrfome Work 
of Heayenly Meditation: A. Specimen of his profitaple ma- * 
he 7 | | nagery 
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nagery of this Work, and his great Heights herein he often 
gave in ſome of his moſt-excellent' devotional” and contem- 
plative Diſcourſes, both dropt from his Mouth, and commits 
tedto Writing. And as was his delight, ſo were iis Conver-. 
ſes with thoſe Authors who did encreaſe his contemplative 
Pleaſure , but particularly he delighted in Mr, Baxters Plat- 

| form of Meditation on the Heavenly Felicity, in the cloſe of 
his S4rrts Everlaſting Reft; great part whereof he ſo digeſted; 
a often to cite it with great pleaſure, prefacing his Citations 
with theſe words ; Mo drvmely pF that Man of G O D, 
Holy Mr. Baxter, ©, And indeed had not his zeal for 
GOD's 'Glory and the 'Salvation 6f Souls, engaged him fo 
much to an Active Life, be- could have even lived and dyed 
wholly in Divine Contemplation and Adoration ; ſo much 
did he delight to ſhrink within himſelf, and to abandon the 
view of the deſperate Adventures, and Antick Motions of a 
mad World, that fo being ſhut to theſe, he might onely open 
his Soul to G OD and Glory, diſplaying it to the glorious 
Beams 'of the Sun of Righteouſneſs, Therefore did h: often 
delight in his devotions to converſe with the Fowls of the Air, 
and the Beaſts of the Field, fince theſe were more innocent, 
and lefF degenerate than Man, 

With Streams and Plants did he delight to walk, and all 
theſe did utter to his attentive Ear the Praiſe and Knowledgs 
of his Creator, and in his unſetled ſojournings from place 
to place he did often (to uſe his Words) look back with 
ſweetneſs and great content on the places of his former plea- 
ſant retirements, ſetting as it were a Mark upon thoſe which 
had marvellouſly pleaſed him in his Solitudes, by adminiſtring 
to his odtremplative delight. 
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We Hs delight im Praiſing, &c. 


In the Cloſe, His great perfeRion in holineſs was mani- 
feſt, in that he loved fo much, and lived a life of Praiſe, 
and Thankſgiving, Being arrived to ſome perfeRion, he de- 
fired and deſigned to antidate the Work and Songs of Spt- 
rits made perf:&, Thus Day:4 much proclaimed his per- 
fe&tion in Viety, by his ſo great heigths in this Heavenly 
Employment, - And its Evident that Saints moſt Gone 
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to this Heavenly repaſt, are more perfe@ ; becauſe the mote 
Men adore and praiſe, the leſs they want, (for fad and con- 
ſtant Complaints, and penſive Thonghts, are the Attendants 
of great wants) and the leſs men wart, the more is their 
perteion. His Exhortatibns to Chriſtians did frequently 
dclign to raiſe them to that ſublime life of Praiſe and Thanks. 
giviag. Often hath he reproved Chriſtians, charging them 
with the greateſt folly 214 ingratitude in ſo much negle&. 
ing this ſv pleaſing and profirable duty;'and in intereſſing it 
fo 1c in their Religious Exerciſes, He much condemned 
them for that too general praCtice in thruſting fo enlarging 
a pa't of their D2votions into ſo narrow 'a Room, as'orily 
the cloſe of their Praye:s, Eſpecially did he excite Chriſtians 
to this Duty voi th? Lord's Day, as «the moſt proper Work 
for fo Divine a Feſtival, Shaming them with the excellent 
Example of the Primitive Chriſtians, whoMcom:4 in the 
Sun that brought ſo glorio4ts a Day as the UMriſtian Sabbath 
with their Heavenlv Hymnes to their Creator and Redeemer.

But as he reſpefts his own 
practice a grear, yea, and ſometimes the greateſt part of his 
Prayer was Thanks-giving, and indeed he was never ſomuch 
in his Element either in Prayer, or m Preaching, as when he 
was extolling and adoring the Love of Chrift, andmarvei- 
ling at GOD's infinite Goodneſs in the Gift of his Son 
our Sai 10ur, i 

' Neither did he fo gaze upon and adore Chriſt his Redeem 

er and his Redemption, as to forget to ſound forth Praiſes of 
GOD the Creator; for often .he hath been heard with ad- 
miration and praiſe, to take notice of the Divine Power and 
Wiſdom'in the Works of Creation, and cherefore in the open 
Air, in the private retirement of ſome Field-or Wood, he de- 


lighted to addreſs himſelf tro God in praiſe, that his- eyes 
migi:: affe& his heart, and awake his glory. And here ofty 


he hath been heard to ſay ; That Man was the Tongue of the 
whole Creation, appointed as the Creatures Interpreter, t0 
ſpeak, forth, and make articulate the Praiſes which they but 
flently imtimate. 

He much delighted in Vocal Muſick, and efpecially in 
ſinging Pſulms and Hymns, particularly Mr. Bartons, _

Many that heard him, do to this day, to thei 
great comfort and profit,remember, And the more remarkable 
was this his Holy Thrift, becauſe prophetical of his ſhon

His diligence and holineſs in this his Sphere of Aion, waimi 
2 Preſags of his ſpeedy Tranflation, as with Erzoeh, to thefſsre 
Sphere of Viſion and Frujtion, for a reward of his ſingularfhin 
Piety ; it not being probable that he who made fo great 4 
haſte to diſpatch his Heavenly Work, ſhould be long withoutYyit 
his deſired Recompence.

2, A moſt fincere, pure, and abſolute Ore chiggs of: him- 
achll {elf ro GOD in CHRIST FESVY : his Soul had firſt praQtiſed 
ent,Þ the. Covenant-Dedication, which his hand mand! preſcri- 
' at- bed,,as a Patern to others in his Father-in-Laws Book. | 
| There ſeemed no finiſter end, or falſe affe&ion, to move or 
ſway him,in his way ; Burt the good pleaſure of the LORD, 
the edification of his Church, and the Salvation of Souls, were 
the only Marks his eye ſeemed (at all) to regard, in his De- 
figns and As : I know no other mans heart z but thus he 
aJF appeared ro my moſt attentive obſervation ; and ſo 1 fully be- 
FM lieve concerning him; as much as of any Perſon I ever ſaw. 
-- 2. In this his dedication to God, he was carried with the 
ndl higheſt and pureſt flame of 1)ivine Love that ever I obſerved 
x in any: And that Love arifing from a clear Vifion of the 
 E-YBeauty of Divine PerfeQtions, eſpecially his Goſpel Love ; 
heir the fight of which Beauty and Excellency ſremed perpetu- 
able ally to poſſeſs and raviſh his Soul : This Love ſeemed 
honfl wholly unmixed from all that carnal heat that would car. 
ry him into Fantaſtick or Indecent Expreſſions ; But his 
mind ſeemed to be alwayes aſcending with its -might in the 
reateſt calmneſs and ſatisfaftion, Thus have I oft obſerved 
im in frequent and filent elevation of Heart, manifeſted by 
the moſt genuine and private lifting up of his eyes, and joyned 
Iwith the ſweeteſt ſmile of his Countenance, when (I am con- 
hdent) he little ng of being ſeen by any : Thus have 
ft beard him flow in Prayer and Diſcourſe, with the cleareſt 
conviction, and deare{ taſte of divine Excellency and Good. 
eſs; and the fulleſt, higheſt, and moſt pleaſed expreffion of 
his being ovescome by it, and giving up his ALL in eſttem to

And he died defigning a.way how every SEEDS in Somerſet. 
ſhire might Have,Learn;and- be inſtructed in the 4ſ/emblie; 
Cerechiſos ; yea and at the expreflion of his affeftion, I cannot 
'but mention the frequenteſt Extafies or Raprures of Spirit, 
wherein he lay. on his Bed (when his Body: was even depri 
yed of all power of its own. motion, but with no great pain)

oak: yy: that he felt no great pain : Never heard I God fol 

oved, and thanked, in the higheſt confluences of vleafing 
providences by others, as he was by him in his affli&ion, 
not infliting great pain upon him; though he. was otherwiſe 
ſo fad a-SpeGtacle of weakneſs, and looked fo like death, th: 
ſome great Ladies oft hindered his comng into the Bath, the 
galtlivefs of his Look did fo afright them. 

_ 3. His pure and facred Love wrought in him'a great Spirit 
of Charity and Meekneſs to. Men of other Judgments and 
Perfuaſions ; and great affe&ion towards all ſuch in whom | 
found any Spiritual good. His Zeal was all of a building 
and nodeſtroying nature ; he had too much wifdome to eſteem 
his own thoughts to be the Standard of all other Mens : His 
clear Light and pure Heat made him of a, more diſcerning 
ſubſtantial and divine Temper, than to reje& any (in whom 
Chatity could ſee any thing of a new nature) A differing 
from him in the Modes or Forms of D:ſc:plixe or Worſhip, of 
as 8 Pornts. 

4. Witably to his high degree of Holineſs and Divine Com- 
munion, he enjoyed the richeſt afſurance of Divine Love to 
himſelf in particularzand bis ſaving intereſt in Chriſt, I be- 
Leve few Men were ever born that atraincd to ſo clear, fatil- 
fed and powerful evidence, that his ſins were pardoned, and 
his Perſdn accepted in Feſz#, into eternal Life, and had more 
olorious forctalles of Heaven. I remember once, coming in 
when he was kneeling down to Family Prayer, his heart was 
(in that Duty) carried forth into ſuch expreſſions of love and 
gue for the ſealings of everlaſting Love and Lite, as I never

"yet, all the Copies, ( I have ſeen of thoſe Tranſports ) in the 


ſubſtance of them, ſpeak only fuller afſurance of God's Love 
to him, and his higheſt returns of love to Chriſt again. 

AndI donot at all wonder, that a Perſon thining ſo muck 
with the Divine Image, and living fo — in the 
cleareſt and neareſt Divine Communion ſhoul enjoy ſuch 


afſurance of God's everlaſting Love, and be filled fo with 
Joy therein, and making fuch returnes of Love and Praiſe
